History of Case. 
This was a case in which Samuel 
Elg in of Sterling was under indict­ 
ment for arson and an effort is being 
made to fasten upon him the burn­ 
ing of the creamery near Woosung 
fifteen months ag o. The fire occurred 
about one o ’clock In the morning un­ 
der most suspicious 
circumstances. 
Many citizens In the vicinity of 
tin* 
creamery g athered, but too late to 
render any service ag ainst the fire. 
It had rained during the earlier part 
of the evening and owing to the sus­ 
picious nature of the fire 
seveial 
of the citizens became inq uisPWe and 
took a search up and down the road 
for any evidence that would throw- 
lig ht upon the orig in of the fire. 
Twenty rods south of the cream­ 
ery they discovered that a horse had 
been tied to a tree at the roadside 
and that the buggy tracks lead south 
and the road being soft the track was 
easily 
followed. 
A party secured a 
team and proposed to

the 
track as far as possible, with the 
purpose of benefiting Elg in, who had 
their confidence and sy mpathy , but 
judg e of their dismay when they fol­ 
lowed the track direct to Elg in’s barn 
in Sterling and there found the bug ­ 
g y with fresh mud on it and the horse 
with harness marks and evidence of 
a hard drive. 
Elg in was not at home and his 
folks said he was in Chicag o. It is 
claimed that he left the train at Dix ­ 
on and the destruction of the cream­ 
ery is thus accounted for, but Elg in 
maintains that he w’ent directly to 
Chicag o.
